LAW ENFORCEMENT STRESSED TO 
GRAND JURY BY JUDGE W. C. DAVIS 


Menace of Dis-regard That People Have Come To 
Have For Law Enforcement The Foundation of 
The Charge-Prohibitory Violations Were Cen­ 
ter Around Which General Charge Pivoted. 


The grand jury for Brazos county convened this morning 
at nine o’clock at the court house, Judge W. C. Davis of Bryan 
presiding with J. W. Barron, clerk of the district court and Z. 
R. McDonald of Franklin, Robertson county, court stenogra­ 
pher, at his desk. 
The selection of the grand jury had been 
completed by about 10:30 o’clcok and Judge Davis then gave 
the charge to the jury which was given careful attention by all 
present in the court room.

NEGRO SLAVE ALMOST 
CENTURY OLD TELLS OF 
TEXAS OF LONO AGO 


Daniel Chew, an old negro slave 
claim s th a t 
he 
will 
be 
ninety- 
five years of age on his next b irth ­ 
day, the last day of Ju n e this year. 
His home is a t Denison, Texas. 
He 
stopped o ff here on his way home 
from H ouston, where he had been 
visiting. 
While a t H ouston he saw 
“Ole M arse Chew ’s” 
g re at g ran d ­ 
son, who is a law yer there. 
D eers and B ears P len tifu l 
When questioned as to his resi­ 
dence in Texas, 
he 
said “ Marse 
John Chew ” brought him self and 
about IOO other negro slaves from 
H olly Springs, 
M arshall 
County, 
Mississippi over 
to 
400 acres of 
B razos Bottom land,” M arse Chew” 
had purchased in B urleson county, 
long before the civil war. 
He said 
he did not know ju st how long as his 
mem ory had begun to fail him now, 
and he could neither redd nor w rite; 
yet he could spcli 
his nam e. 
The 
aged negro showed much affection 
for his old 
m aster, 
and averred 
th a t he had alw ays had plenty to 
eat p len ty o f clothes to w ear and a 
nice clean place to sleep. 
He said 
th a t when the p arty first cam e to 
Texas, deer and bears w ere m ore 
than 
just 
plentiful. 
He said, “ I 
was going out to the cornfield one 
day a fte r roastin ' ears and th a r be­ 
tw een tw o rows 
up 
ahead of me 
was a great big b’ar. 
I run and he 
run. h u t I could run faster. 
I run 
a n ’ tole ‘Ole Mar«e Chew ’ and be 
come and kill dat b’ar. 
A n’ dat was 
sure a big b’ar. 
You won’t believe 
it but he weighed 300 pounds.”

Bill Now a Law 
The bill having passed in the leg­ 
islature by the necessary tw o-thirds 
vote and carry in g 
the em ergency 
clause, becam e effective im m ediate­ 
ly a fte r being signed by the gover­ 
nor. 
U nder the provisions of this 
act, $ 1,000,000 is appropriated for 
the establishm ent of the college, as 
follow s:

HIGH WIND BLOWS BITTER COLD OUT 
ALASKA AND CANADA’S NORTHWEST 


What Is Said to be Severest Storm of Winter is 
Scheduled to Reach Texas Tonight and Send 
the Mercury Downward With Alarming Rapidi- 
ty-Snow and High Winds Accompany Cold. 


(By Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, IIL, Feb. 14.— The severest cold wave of the 
winter, corning from Alaska and the regions of Northwest 
Canada, still constantly increasing in intensity, is sweeping ov­ 
er the upper Mississippi Valley and down across the 
plains 
states. 
A drop of twenty or more degrees of temperature is 
Predicted for west and east Texas tonight while Louisiana will 
also feel the force of the storm by lowered temperature. The 
storm, it is said, if continuing to move southward and eastward 
with its present velocity, is due to strike the Texas panhandle 
tonight and spread over the state. 
NINETY-MILE-AN-HOUR GALE SWEEPING CALIFORNIA. 
Heavy snow is falling throughout the upper Mississippi 
Valley region as the forerunner of sub-zero weather. 
It is be­ 
ing accompanied and followed by a high wind that has attain­ 
ed an even greater velocity in the western states. 
Schools 
were closed in Montana due to inability to heat the buildings 
in the intense cold 
Wires were blown down and cities without 
electric lights. Plate glass windows were blown in. In Califor­ 
nia the wind is reported to have reached a ninety-mile-an-hour 
gale, blowing wires down and doing other 
damage, 
without 
however, taking lives*.
